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For completeness, it is noted that claims readable on the 
elected species are claims 1-4, 10 and 13. 

Finally, Applicants wish to note that the prior response of 
October 30, 2002 fully responded to the Examiner's outstanding 
Restriction Requirement, and that it was only through a 
misunderstanding, apparently at the USPTO with regard to 
Applicants' filed response of October 30, 2002, that the Examiner 
improperly believed that Applicants had not fully responded to the 
prior Restriction Requirement. 

In any event, the present response is being filed in order to 
clarify the election previously made, and to help expedite 
prosecution in the matter of the instant application.
